Ordered Him Many Times to Let 
These Places Alone, the ex- 
Inspector Testifies. 


CRITICISED FOR MAKING RAIDS 


And Dismissed, Not for His Failure 
to Clean House, but Over a Question 
of Veracity—Mayor’s Rule Blamed. 


“Commissioner Waldo seemed to be 
much more interested in the suppression 
of gambling houses than he was in the 
suppression of disorderly resorts,’’ ex-In- 
spector Cornelius G. Hayes told the Cur- 
ran Committée yesterday. Tne Inspector 
testified that Commissioner Waldo told 
him that when he received a complaint 
about a disorderly resort he was to re- 
port that he could not get enough evi- 
dence to warrant police interference. 

“Do you swear to that?’’ asked Emory 
R. Buckner, counsel to the committee, 
with an air of suprise. 

“TIT am under oath,’’ 
spector.

Sipp told the committee existed in vod 
Fourth Inspection District, which em- 
braces the new Tenderloin, were allowed to 
do business because of the Mayor's order 
that so long as outward order and decency 
were observed no effort was to be made 
to get evidence against these places by 
policemen. Mr. Hayes admitted that there| 
Were many disorderly hotels in the Fourth 
District as well as many thousands of dis- 
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orderly women, who plied their trade in 
apartments. 

Mr. Hayes testified that he had been 
@ policeman for twenty-five years and ant 
Inspector for some fourteen months. He 
said that Commissioner Waldo told him, 
when he was first made an inspector and 
assigned to the First Inspection District, 
that he must close all the poolrooms and 
other gambling houses. This was 
July, 1911. While he was in this dis- 
trict he said he made some twenty ar- 
Fests in disorderly resorts. When he was 
transferred to the new Tenderloin dis- 
trict he said his orders from the Com- 
missioner only related to the suppression 
of gambling houses and to gangs that 
hung around the corners of Broadway. 
Mr. Hayes said he wanted explicit orders 
regarding disorderly resorts and asked 
for instructions. He said the Commis- 
sior er answered him to this effect: 

“Tf there are no outward conditions 
that would indicate the character of the 
houses leave them alone.” 

Then Mr. Hayes said: 

“The Commissioner and I were walk- 
ing up Seventh Avenue one night and we 
passed the Eldorado Café at Fifty-sec- 
ond Street. The Commissioner remarked 
that that was a place where disorderly 
women congregated and that it was bet- 
ter to have the women there than in the 
street. He tvld me to let them alone.” 

The witness said he had only eighteen 
Plain clothes detectives and two lieuten- 
ants under him. Asked if he had ever 

iven these men any order about goins 
nto disorderly resorts he replied: 

“I told them not to do so except under 
orders. There were so many of those 
places that it would have been impossible 
to do anything else.” 

“Did you follow the Commissioner's 
orders about letting the places alone?” 
asked Mr. Buckner. 

““I did generally,’’ was the reply. ‘But 
When there were complaints by reputable 
citizens I took action.” 


Pastors Complained of Conditious. 


Asked if he knew the names of any 
reputable citizens who had made com- 
plaints about the resorts Mr. Hayes said: 

“Father Daly of the Paulist Fathers 
complained, and so Gid Father Delaney, 
head of a neighborhocd society. Com- 
plaints also came from Protestant minis- 
ters, and from rabbis and cther citizens 
of good standing. I never told Commis- 
sioner Waldo about these independent ac- 
tions. I did not believe it was a violation 
of orders,”’ 

“Were you ever 
asked Mr. Buckner. . 

““Yes, I was later,’’ replied Mr. Hayes. 
Asked to explain, the witness said: 

“I was called to Police Headquarters 
and reprimanded for making three raids 
in apartment houses. I told Commissioner 
Waldo that there were several hundred 
disorderly flats in the district which ex- 
tended from Forty-second to 109th Street. 
Again the Commissioner ordered me not 

'to interfere with them if there were no 
outward signs to show the character of 
_ the places.” 

Mr. Buckner suggested that perhaps the 
witness did not consult often enough with 
the Commissioner, but the ex-Inspector 
said that he had consulted him every day. 

“And the Commissioner never said a 
word about disorderly resorts?” 

““Not until February, 1912, months after 
I had been put in command of the dis- 

‘trict. Then he only repeated the orders 
about outward signs. When the com- 
|plaints seemed to make it necessary tor 
.me to take some action the Commissioner 
‘called me to Headquarters and asked me 
Mf E did not know he had ordered me t9 
ikeep my men out of disorderly resorts. 
i said that the raids were made on com- 
iplaints from clergymen. Then the Com- 
i/missioner told me that he had reliable in- 
‘formation from newspaper men that the 
‘raids were made for purposes of grait. 
He ordered me to keep my_men out of 
those houses. I told the Commissioner 
that I had not been in the habit of going 
inte disorderly resorts unless I received a 
communication from — Headquarters 
marked for ‘investigation and _ report.’ 
Then the Commissioner said: ‘When you 
receive such a communication regarding 
a disorderly resort, and you find it 
marked that way, send back to me 
with the report that could get no 
evidence.’ "’ 

“And from February to August, after 
this talk with Commissioner Waldo, did 
your men make one arrest or raid of a 
woman or 2 disorderly resopyt*?” 

‘* Not one.”

David C. Hogg, the Home Rule candi- 
date, in Londonderry by a majority of 


57 votes was received with delirious 
jubilation by the Nationalists of Lon-

pers, which hail it as a brilliant victory. 

When the result was officially an- 
nounced at the Londonderry Court 
House this morning it was greeted by 
prolonged and tumultuous cheering, 
which prevented a single word of the 
speeches of the candidates being heard. 
Men and women leaped with excite- 
ment and waved flags, but there was no 
untoward incidents beyond the harm- 
less firing of revolvers and throwing at 
Hogg of a bottle, which went wide of 
the mark. 

LONDONDERRY, Jan. 31.—At yester- 
day’s election of a member of Parliament 
for this, city, David C. Hogg, Nationalist, 
received 2,699 votes, and Col. H. A. Pak- 
enham, Unionist, 2,642 votes. 

The victory of the Home Rulers gives 
them a majority of members of Parlia- 
ment from Ulster in the House of Com- 
mons. 

The majorities in Londonderry elections 
have always been small, ranging between 
26, in 1892, and 105, in December, 1911. 

The election was made more interestiny 
by the fact that both the Unionist and 
Home Rule candidates were Protestants. 
The inhabitants of Londonderry are 
most equally divided between Catholicism 
and Protestantism, and by putting for- 
ward Mr. Hogg as a candidate it was fore- 
seen that he would carry with him some 
of the Protestant Home Rulers who other- 
wise would have abstained from voting 
owing to religious differences.

BOSTON, Jan. 31.—This afternoon, in 
discussing a bill now before the Legis- 
lature which seeks to establish an Immi- 
gration Inspection Board for Massachus- 
etts, Dr. Eliot told a large audience at 
the Twentieth Century Club that the large 
numbers of unmarried male immigrants 
should be restricted to 15 per cent. of 
the entire number of foreign-born. ad- 
mitted to the country.

Judge Holt Accepts Bail of $500 | 


and Gives a Week to Argue 
Habeas Corpus. 


THE VISITOR IS OVERJOYED 


Talks Enthusiastically of Washington 
and Jefferson and Gives the ~ 
World to Humanity. 


Within twenty-four hours after Charles 
Nagel, Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, had announced his decision that 
Cipriano Castro should not be permitted 
to enter the United States as a visitor, 
the swarthy little Venezuelan General 
proceeded to do just that. He moved with 
all possible dispatch from the unpleasant- 
ness of Ellis Island to the pleasantness 
of Fifth Avenue, and last night he slept 
in a comfortable suite at the Hotel Savoy, 
This lightning change in Castro’s posi- 
tion and environment was. effected 
through the convenience of habeas corpus. 
Pending argument on the application for 
a writ, Judge Holt, in the Federal Dis- 
trict Court, decided in his chambers yes- 
terday afternoon that Castro should be 
allowed to enter by putting up a bond to 
insure his appearance in court on Friday 
of next week, the day set for the argu- 
ment. A bond of only $500 was required 
by the Judge, and this was 
speedily. 

United States District Attorney Wise 
made a vigorous protest against the ac- 
ceptance of any bail at all. 

“He is not seeking to be here perma- 
nently,” said Mr. Wise. ‘‘ He wants only 


a temporary stay in New York, and the} 


officials seek to prevent his getting it. 
Giving bail is accomplishing exactly what 
the Government seeks to prevent. 
departments of the Government are in- 
volved. The Department of State, the 
Department of Justice, and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor have all 
acted in this matter and decided against 
Castro.

\HOTEL GUESTS STARTLED 


Fire in Cellar of Loft Building at 233 
Mercer Street Gives Department 
Hard Fight—Damage $15,000. 


A score of firemen of Engine Companies 
72 and 13, who crowded into a court not! 
more than ten feet square, in the rear of 
202 Greene Street to fight a fire in the 
cellar of the five-story loft building at 
>} Mercer Street at 7 o'clock last night, 
were caught in a trap by the back draught 
and half their number were burned se- 
verely or overcome by smoke. All were 
rescued by comrades, under the direction 
'of Capt. Hughes of Engine 72. 

Fireman Joseph P. Burns was taken 
to the New York Hospital. Among the 
others who were burned, but were able 


to go to their homes after receiving med- 
attention, were Firemen Duggan, 
Rinkle and Kenilon. Fire Commissioner 
Johnson and Robert J. Mainzer aided in 
caring for the injured men. 

Tht fire, which did $15,000 damage, 
started in the cellar of 283 Mercer Street, 
occupied by Max Gerschottiz, manufac- 
turer of packing boxes. Julius Ringer, 
Superintendent of the Keystone Paper 
Box Company, and ten employes, were 
at work on the ground floor, and a dozen 
men and women were on the second floor, 
which is occupied by Billet & Schulman, 
makers of ladies’ hat frames. Ringer 
detected the smoke, and, after sending in 
an alarm, shouted to those on the second 
floor to escape. Instead of running from 
the building all of the men and wome 
stopped to save their machines which are 
worth about $90 each. As a result, they 
found escape by the stairway cut off, and 
were forced to take refuge on the fire 
escapes. 

The loft building is directly in the rear 
of the Broaaway Centtfal Hotel. and the 
smoke from the fire caused much ex- 
{citement among the guests, many of whom 
were in the dining-room. A number of 
them hurried from the hotel. 

Deputy Chief Langford turned in a sec- 
ond alarm ealling out Chief Kenlon, 
Truck No, 9 and Engine Companies 72 
}and 13. These three companies were the 
ones assigned to fignt the fire from the 
rear, and the men smashed their way 
through the ground floor of 202 Greene 
Street and entered the little ten-foot court 
separating the buildings. The men from 
the truck company raised their ladders 
to the first floor of the building, smash- 
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}in the hose and attacked the blaze in the 
cellar. 

The back draught caused by the streams 
of water that were being poured into the} 
cellar from Mercer Street caught them | 


unprepared. The men who were arest 


the cellar, headed by Fireman Burns, had 
no chance to escape from the flames. 
The men from Truck 9, who had escaped 
the back draught, dropped into the court 
again and helped to drag out their com- 
rades.

Thorpe accepted the terms of the 
New York club over the long-distance tel- 
ephone and will report to Manager Mc- 
Graw at the club office in the Fifth Ave- 
nue Building at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
to sign his contract. 

In making Thorpe a member of the 
Giants, Manager McGraw outwitted four 
Other major league clubs. The Indian had 
so many flattering offers to join big 
league clubs that he was in a quandary 
about what to do. He had received offers 
from the Chicago White Sox, Pittsburgh, 
the St. Louis Browns. and from Cincin- 
nati. In fact, two of these clubs had 
representatives at Carlisle on Thursday 
afternoon trying to sign Thorpe. 

Manager McGraw went to his office 
Thursday shortly after noon and said lo 
Secretary Foster: ‘‘I have reports that 
this man Thorpe has the makings of a 
great ball player. I think I will see if 
the Giants can get him.” 

Then Mr. McGraw got busy. He tele- 
graphed to Thorpe, making an engage- 
ment for a telephone talk. Late Thurs- 
day afternoon McGraw and Thorpe.-taiked 
over the matter and the New York man- 
ager made an offer which Thorpe said he 
would think over ard answer in the morn- 
ing. True to his word, Thorpe called up 
Manager McGraw yesterday morning and 
they had another talk. Thorpe stated 
that he would like to join the Giants in 
preference to any other club, and he 
promised to give the New York manager 
a definite answer yesterday afternoon. 

In the meantime the other club repre- 
sentatives were using all their persuasive 
powers to get Thorpe, but he made them 
all wait until he had a third telephone 
communication with McGraw. Thorpe 
had his last talk with Manager McGraw 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock. He said 
that the terms offered were satisfactory 
and that he was willing to join the Giants 
and would sign a contract here to-day. 

The engaging of Thorpe by McGraw in 
the face of such strenuous opposition 
within twenty-four hours is considered 
by baseball men a master stroke of 
baseball diplomacy. Manager McGraw 
went about the matter tactfully and told 
Thorpe just what was expected of him 
and just what he might expect from the 
New York Club. McGraw has never seen 
the Indian play ball, but he has been in- 
formed by people who have seen him that 
he has the ability, and if properly de- 
veloped Thorpe wil) make a high-class 
player. 

While Thorpe’s records in the Eastern 
Carolina League are not noteworthy, Man- 
ager McGraw pays little attention to aver- 
ages. It is known that at times Thorpe 
played brilliant baseball in the South. The 
Indian is not what is known as a scientific 
batter. He swings at the ball freely and 
isn’t satisfied unless he hits it out of the 
lot. While he played first base f 
Fayetteville he was a_ sensation. 
played the bag with great skill, was 
wonderful thrower and a speedy base 
runner. 

In the season of 1909 Thorpe pitched 
nineteen games for Rocky Mount, and 
won nine and lost ten. In the season of 
1910 he won sixteen and lost ten. When 
he wasn't pitching he played several 
fames in the outfield, and was a brilliant 
fielder. He played forty-four games in 
1999 and had a batting average of .253. 
His fielding average that season was .912. 
In 1910, when he was with Rocky Mount 
and Favetteville, he had a batting aver- 
age of .250, and a fielding average of .965. 

Report has it that the Giants offered 
Thorpe a salary of more than $5,000. Secre- 
tary Foster said yesterday that he was 
not at liberty to give out the terms of 
the contract, but it is known that Frank 
Bancroft, representing the Cincinnati 
Club, made Thorpe an offer of $4,500, 
which the Indian declined. It is said that 
the offer of Pittsburgh was even higher 
than that of the Reds, but Thorpe would 
not listen to the Pirates’ proposal. 

There has been some question about 
whether Thorpe was free to sign with a 
major league team. There seems to be 
little question, however, that Thorpe is a 
free agent. He was last under contract 
with the Fayetteville, N. C., Club of the 
Eastern Carolina League. The league dis- 
banded in 1910, and this automatically 
— all the players under contract free 
agents. 

When Thorpe meets Manager McGraw 
this afternoon McGraw will make arrange- 
ments for the Indian to go to the Giants’ 
training camp at Marlin Springs, Texas, 
on Feb. 18. The Giants’ manager doesn’t 
expect that the Indian will develop into 
a major league ball player ir’ one season, 
but as he is a bright young man and is 
unquestionably a great athlete, McGraw 
thinks that experience and the proper 
kind of coaching will make Thorpe a star 
on the diamond.

TO HATCH MEN LIKE CHICKS. 


Scientist Says Baby Factories Will 
Take the Place of Parents.

BOSTON, Jan. 81.—That it was possible 
to create human life by chemical means 
and that a baby factory was not out of 
the question for the distant future was 
asserted to-day by Dr. Martin Kellog 
Schermerhorn of the Department of Phil- 
osophy in Harvard. He spoke before the 
Metaphysical Club, 

“Life is not confined to the animal 
and plant world,” he said. ‘‘ The whole 
universe is alive. and all that lives is 
conscious, 

“Animals are conscious and gifted with 
the power of thought and imagination, 
even though Roosevelt, who thinks him- 
self a great nunter, says they do not 
know when they are being slaughtered. 

“Plants are conscious, and Ruskin and 
Foethe agree they are capable of exer- 
cising strategy and forethought. Even 
Darwin said plants were sensitive, and 
hence he must have believed they were 
conscious, 

“It is obvious that the evolution from 
so-called matter to human life is possible. 
The chemist of the future will labor so 
that men shall be made in baby factories 
as chickens are batched in incubators.”’ 


New London’s Official Executioner 
Puzzled as Dogs Go Quietly to Death.

NEW LONDON, Jan. 31. — Since Dog 
Officer Herbert A. Dean of Providence 
gave up his livery stabie, after receiving 
his present appointment, through Acting 
Mayor Reynold’s influence, his daily 
doses of city gas forced into a huge tank 
to end the lives of stray cats and dogs 
has not been without a few mishaps and 
some of them of a mysterious nature.

Pollak Gives a Demonstration 
of Telegraph Invention Which 
Sends 40,000 Words an Hour. 


MESSAGES PHOTOGRAPHED 


And the Writing Is In Longhand—

The first demonstration in this country 
of the Pollak-Virag rapid telegraph sys- 
tem, by which 40,000 words an hour can 
be dispatched, was given yesterday after- 


}noon at the Vanderbilt Hotel by Antoine 


Pollak, the inventor. The» system has 
been successfully tested in Germany and 
France and will be demonstrated next 
for benefit of the English Govern- 
ment. The most remarkable feature of 
the invention is that the message, sent

|at such great speed, is recorded directly 


in writing as with the hand, at the re- 
ceiving end. 

Much to his surprise the inventor found 
that he had to pay duty on his apparatus 
to bring it into this country. He had it 
set up in his rooms at the Vanderbilt and 
it worked at the demonstration without 
one hitch. The apparatus consists of a 
perforating machine, in some _ respects 
similar to a typewriter, for the making 
of perforated an automatic trans- 
and a receiver.

Thomas Conroy, business agent of the| Titanic Victim’s Estate Goes to His 4 


Jersey City Building Trades Council, in a 


{Saloon at the corner of Newark and Sum- 


mit Avenues late last night. 
dying in the Jersey City Hospital. 

Conroy had attended a meeting in the 
rooms of the Council apove the saloon, 
and then stopped with friends in the bar- 
room. Almost immediately three stran- 
gers gathered around them, and then, as 
by @ prearranged signal, the three closed 
in upon Conroy and began an argument 
with him. Before his friends could learn 
the nature of the quarrel, one of the 
trio drew a revolver and, aiming it at 
Conroy, fired three times. Tach bullet 
took effect in his abdomen, and he sank 
dying to the ground. 

Before his friends had recovered their 
wits, the three men backed toward the 
door of the saloon, the one with the 
revolver keeping all in the room covered, 
while he and his comrades made fheir 
way out. Outside they scattered in dif- 
ferent directions, but Conroy's friends, 
now pursuing them, caught a man who 
they said had been of the trio, and held 
him until a polic2man came up. ; 

The prisoner said he was Ernest Wil- 
haber, 19 years old, and that he lived in 
a Bowery lodging house. At _ Police 
Headquarters he gave this account of 
himself: 

He said that on Thursday night, while 
he was slinking around among his haunts 
on the Bowery in Manhattan, he was 
approached by another Bowery character 
known to him only as ‘“ Kid Dynamite,” 
who asked him how he would like to earn 
$50. Wilhaber said he would like to first 
rate, whereupon, he says, Kid Dynamite 
answered: 

““There’s a job in Jersey 
Will you join us?’

SULZER AND BROKERS 
UNITE FOR REFORMS 


He Assures Them of Good-Will 
Toward Legitimate Business, 
but Seeks Better Methods. 


EXCHANGE PLEDGED TO AID 


Committee Agrees with Governor on 
Most Points, but Opposes Incorpo- 
ration and Call Rate Limit. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 31.—Gov. Sulzer and the 
special committee appointed for the pur- 
pose by the New York Stock Exchange, 
with its counsel, John J. Milburn, sat in the 

xecutive Chamber for an hour to-day 
pnd discussed the questions raised in the 
Governor’s recent message to the Legis- 
Jature suggesting retorms in 
trading in securities. The Governor re- 
Iterated his desire to avoid action that 


would upset legitimate business unneces- | 


Barily. The committeemen emphasized 


their wish to co-operate with him in cor-, 


recting evils pointed out by him. The 
discussion was harmonious. The com- 
mitteemen said afterward they were 
gratified by the Governor's fair-minded- 
bess ang his general grasp of the subject. 

There were points on which Mr. Sulzer 
questioned the committee in a way that 
indicated he was not convinced its posi- 
tion was correct, but those were subjects 
on which he had not committed himself in 
his message and on which he was seek- 
ing light. They especially were the in- 
torporation of Exchanges and prohibition 


pf the loan of call money at a higher rate} 


than 6 per cent. Those questions were 
mentioned in his message as subjects to 
which the Legislature should give con- 
sideration, whereas on several other 


a he specifically recommended legis- | 


ation. On the latter points Stock Ex- 
phange sentiment coincides with him, so 
they were not discussed.

NEW BOXING RULE PROPOSED. 


Would Prevent Substitutions of Stars 
and Disappointing Patrons. 


As a protection to boxing patrons who 
now have no redress when a club ad- 
vertises certain star boxers and an- 
nounces when the show is half com- 
pleted that one or both is unable to ap- 
pear, it is understood that the State Ath- 
letic Commission is considering a new 
regulation to be incorporated in its code 
of rules. The provision calls for the 
posting in the lobby of the clubhouse, 
when the doors are opened for the sale of 
tickets, a card naming the boxers who 
will positively appear at the show. This 
card is to be placed in a conspicuous 
place, the same as the card announcing 
the scale of prices, so that patrons may 
know before entering the clubhouse 
whether or not the boxers whom they are 
paying to see will appear. 

During the present week there have 
been two instances at local clubs where 
advertised stars were unable io’ box, and 


many of the patrons had paid principal- 
ly to see these particular boxers. In 
many cases the man who is substituted 
puts up a better battle than the man 
whose place he fills might have done, 
but there is always some dissatisfaction 
with substitute bouts. The point is that 
patrons are not presented the show for 
which they paid to see. At the smaller 
clubs the substituting is more frequent 
than at the large ones, but all have 
made changes at times, and it is very 
seldom that the management offers to 
return money to any one who is _ not 
satisfied with the substitute bout. Even 
when dissatisfied the average boxing 
patron would hesitate to demand his 
money back. 

The plan of redress calls for the exam- 
ination of all boxers by the club physi- 
cian at 6 o'clock on the evening of the 
show, so that it can be positively learned 
what boxers will be able to appear. Hav- 
ing obtained this knowledge the club 
manager can have a card printed, nam- 
ing the boxers in the ‘three principal 
events on the card. If substitutes are to 
be used in any of these bouts they must 
be named, or at any rate it must be 
made plain if one or more of the ad- 
vertised stars cannot go on. This card 
is to be placed beside the card on which 
the admission scale is printed, as is now 
called for in the commission's rules. If 
a patron is not satisfied with the sub- 
stitute he need not enter the show. In 
this way there will be no disappointing 
of patrons by the clubs, something that 
has occurred too frequently in the past 
for the good of the sport. 


NEW POLO’S ANNIVERSARY. 


Old-Timers In Ring at Harlem Club’s 
Twentieth Birthday. 


The New Polo A. A. of Harlem cele- 
brated its twentieth anniversary last 
night at its clubhouse, 129th Street and 
Park Avenue, with a series of exhibitions 
and regularly contested boxing bouts and 
the introduction of several boxers who 
have helped to make the club notable in 
local boxing.

At one stage it 
seemed as if Cahill was doomed to a 
knockout, but his great stamina came to 
his relief and he weathered the storm. 

In the sixth round Cahill opened an old 
cut near a left eye, from which the 
blood flowed freely. Encouraged by his 
apparent success, the -Brooklynite began 
to show plenty of aggressiveness, and 
soon had Grupp on the defensive. The 
latter tired from his exertions in the early 
rounds, and it looked for a time as if his 
early lead would be wiped away. In the 
closing round Grupp came back to pr, and 
his nard right-hand uppercuts had Cahill 
holding on. The bout was full of action 
all the way, and rs @ good substi- 
tute. Cahill carried a ‘‘ shiner’’ when he 
left the ring, and, although Grupp had 
the appearance of a defeated boxer, he 
was entitled to the honors, as he did the 
cleaner hitting, and earned the majority 
of the rounds. Both men went down sev- 
eral times, but always from slipping. 
Neither got a clean knockdown. 

Johnny Dundee boxed a three-round ex- 
hibition bout with Joe Shears, the Eng- 
lish featherweight, and Tommy Murphy 
figured in a similar bout with Jim Good- 
man. Murphy made a burlesque of his 
bout by devoting his attack to the ref- 
eree’s stomach and forcing that official 
outside the ropes. 


To Legalize Boxing In Wisconsin. 
MADISON, Wis., Jan. 81.—A Dill to legalize 
\ boxing in Wisconsin was introduced to-day in 
the State Legislature. It provides for a State 
i boxing commission of three, appointed by the 
Governor, and is patterned after the New York 
law. The bill limits contests to ten rounds, 
with flve-ounce gloves.

Not only were 
punishments more cruel than 
punishment applied to many pupils, 
in many classrooms teachers were at 
their wits’ end every day to discover how 
to instruct while certain pupils caused 
constant disorder, Finally, he said, the 
troublesome pupils, conscious of the 
powerlessness of their teachers, become 
confirmed in lawless habits in the very 
place that was intended to teach 
to observe the rights of others; 
those lawless habits, carried

The committee will make public this 
morning a third report by Prof. McMurry, 
dealing with ‘‘The Work of Principals.” 
In it serious defects in the schools are 
ascribed by him to the manner in which 
the abilities, initiative, and powers of the 
Principals are limited and circumscribed. 

Prof. McMurry says the Principals lack 
authority as to the studies to be pur- 
sued in each grade, as to the content of 
the various subjects in the curriculum for 
his school, and as to the time allotted to 
the several branches of study. 


TO STUDY SCHOOL REPORTS. 


Maxwell to Appoint Committees to 
Pass on Hanus’s Criticisms. 


City Superintendent Maxwell yesterday 
sent the following general circular to the 
public school principals of the five bor- 
oughs: 

To Principals of Schools, 

Ladies and Gentlemen: I ask the press and 
the public to suspend judgment on the report 
made by Prof. Elliott on ‘‘'The System of 
General Supervision’’ in the public schoois 
and on Prof. McMurry’s report on ‘ The 
Quality of Classroom Instruction, the Course 
of Study, and the Supervision by Principals,’’ 
and upon the reports yet to be submitted by 
other members of Prof. Hanus’s Committee, 

who have been investigating the public 
schoois, 

I ask the members of the supervising and 
teaching force also to suspend their judg- 

ment. 

I ask that the allegations, arguments, and 
conclusions in these reports be not accepted 

final until they have been subjected 
to a rigid scrutiny by those who know our 
schools best—the teacher, principals, and sup- 
erintendents. 

Even a cursory glance at the reports so 
far published reveals the fact that they are 
the result of much painstaking investiga- 
tion, but that they contain theories of educa- 
tion and of educational administration some 
of which have obtained partial acceptance, 
many of which are new and untried, and all 
of which should be subjected to critical ex- 
amination ani tested by experiment before 
being approved or rejected. 

Last September I stated

be minutely studied in the light of educa- 
tional philosophy and experience; that where 
they unco real weaknesses, these weak 
places should Strengthened; that where 
they disclosed defects, these defects should be 
removed; and where they make useful and 
feasible Suggestions, those suggestions should 
be followed.

SMOKING EXPENSIVE FOR WOMEN. 
“Tf the men find it a pleasure to 
“smoke why should that pleasure be 
“relegated to the men and not to the 
Bishop WILLIAM Boyrp 
CARPENTER of Ripon is reported to 
have said in his Belden Noble lecture 
at Harvard. His Lordship was not dis- 
cussing the question from the moral 
point of view, but only as a pleasure 
| of which the women should not be de- 
| prived, just so, and for no better 
| reason than that the smoking of to- 
| bacco has not\been generally regarded 
as one of the polite accomplishments 
of the softer and better sex. There are

Most of us—perhaps all of us—share 
what is presumably the Secretary’s per- 
sonal opinion that the execution of Gen. 
PAREDES through the arbitrary exercise 
of one man's power was reprehensible— 
that there is some difficulty from our 
point of view in distinguishing such an 
act from murder. Indeed, it would be 
murder if done in that way by President 
TarT or any of his predecessors or suc- 
cessors in office. But it is not necessary 
—it is, on the contrary, unnecessary and 
unfair—to apply our standards of govern- 
mental propriety in a country where long- 
established custom is widely different 
from our own. 

PAREDES was in open revolt against 
Castro; he knew when he began his re- 
bellion what had; happened many times 
in South and Central American republics 
+o men who sought the attainment of 
their ambitions as he chose to do; he 
deliberately assumed a great risk, and he 
could not have been surprised at his fate, 
Were we to close our ports to all the 
men in CasTrRO’s class who have taken 
lke summary action to keep themselves 
in office, it would be entirely reasonable 
aud perhaps entirely commendable. We 
never have drawn that line, however, but 
dozens of more or less eminent soldiers 
and statesmen from the southward have 
been allowed to come in without answer- 
ing a single question as to how formal had 
been their dealings with other eminent 
soldiers and statesmen while at home. 

And Venezuela herself, though doubt- 
less glad to have her most efficient 
trouble-maker kept at a distance, prompt- 
ly refused, when we asked her the other 
day for excuses for doing it, to supply 
us with any. She knew well that to com- 
ply with our request would establish a 
precedent sure to be highly embarrassing 
in the future. 

There is here a very general feeling 
that Castro has been unjustly treated, 
and that feeling has arisen, not from any 
desire to have him admitted, but from 
the obvious fact that the exclusion laws 
have been severely strained in order that 
the State Department might keep him out 
without telling just why it didn’t want 
him in the country.

Even 
the good ones, he admitted, had to contend 
with the automobile, the vaudeville, and 
the ‘“‘ movies,’’ and he might have gone 
still further—might have discussed the 
possibility that lots and lots of people 
have reduced the amount of their theatre- 
going, and not a few have given up the 
practice altogether, because when they 
go to buy tickets at the box office they 
are in effect told to apply to the specu- 
lators for what they want and to pay for 
it a price carefully proportioned to the 
strength of their desire. It is officially 
denied that this proves collusion between 
the managers and the speculators, but 
the public obstinately puts common sense, 
above the official denials. 

The theatrical business—Mr. SAVAGE in- 
sists that it Is business, and big business, 
too—should be the very last to complain 
about the newspapers or the way they 
are conducted. They give the stage more 
free advertising, and better advertising, 
than any other business—perhaps than all 
other business put together. And if the 
critics, as Mr. SAVAGE says, write merely 
to make themselves famous, how full of 
disappointments must their lives be! For 
the circle of their glory is pathetically 
small, and, to judge from the expressions 
on their faces at the play and after it, 
they find the doing of their work not 


much better than the samphire gatherer’s 
dreadful trade.

Exactly as Commissioner 
STERN said, only weak and inefficient 
teachers feel the need of the rod; the 
strong and capable ones get along without 
it perfectly well. s 

The Commissioner was particularly well 
justified in denouncing and deriding the 
proposal to establish, as an alternative to 
whipping in all the schools, a number of 
special schools where it should be done 
for the whole city. That would be even 
more absurd than disgraceful. He erred 
a little, however, when he said that 
whipping was something that should be 
left to parents. Resort to it on their part 
is no,less an evidence of weakness and in- 
efficiency than in the case of teachers, 
and its evil effects are at least as many 
and as great In the home as in the school. 
Probably they are more numerous and 
worse, 

The very idea that New York, with so 
many forward steps to take, educationally, 
should waste time in reviving a barbaric 
anachronism is intolerable.

During the freezing proc- 
ess the water is contained in great tanks, and 
forms into huge ice cakes a foot thick, welgh- 
ing about five tons each. Nature is !mitated 
in the most minute detail, for the ice starts 
to freeze in a thin film, as it does on a lake 


or river, and gradually tncreases in thickness | 


as it progresses. The freezing surface of the 
cake is always in contact with moving water, 
as is the under side of river ice, and the vari- 
ous impurities are thrown out by the act of 
crystallization, the same as in natural ice, 
and therefore do not become a part of the 
product. 

After freezing, the ice is cut into market- 
sized pieces for the wagons by an electric saw. 
This innovation alone is convincing to the 
average person who has seen natural ice cut 
with plows drawn by horses walking upon the 
very ice to be ultimately placed in some do- 
mestic refrigerator or cooled beverage. The

ROOSEVELT ON “WILD LIFE.” 


Present Words Inconsistent with His 
Exploits in Africa. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In The Outlook of Jan. 25 Mr. Roosevelt re- 
views a book on ‘‘ Our Vanishing Wild Life,’’ 
iby Willam T. Hornaday. Commenting on our 
past indifference to the appreciation of many 
forms of art, he says: ‘‘ We are, as a whole, 
still in that low state of civilization where we 
do not understand that it its also vandalism 
wantonly to destroy or to permit the de- 
struction of what is beautiful in nature, wheth- 
er it be a cliff, a forest, or a species of mam- 
mal or bird.’’ 

These comments would indicate a ‘‘ change of 
heart ’’ in Mr. Roosevelt. One might exquse a 
desire to add to opr natural history collections 
those rare and interesting specimens which he 
obtained in his recent hunting expedition in 
Africa, but many readers of his exploits there 
deplored the wholesale and unnecessary slaugh- 
ter of those noble animals, of forest and jungle 
already familiar to every child. Consistency 
may be the ‘‘hobgoblin of little minds,’’ but 
a certain amount is desirable in one to whom 
we look as an exponent of high ideals.

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BUTTER’S COMPETITOR 


Wholesome, and Cheaper than 
the Diseased Dairy Product. <* 


T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

With respect to continued efforts Of, 
butter interests to prevent the enactment 
of equitable oleomargarine legislation, it 
is interesting to note that consumers havet 
had to pay from 40 to 50 cents a pound 
for ‘‘ good” butter all Winter. The Sec- 
retary of Agriculture reports_that butte 
in 1912 were 11 per cent. higher 
than in the year previous. It is not sur- 
prising. that butter interests are doing 
all they can to discourage the competi- 
tion of oleomargarine, the highest grades 
of which sell all the year round for from 
20 to 22 cents a pound wholesale. 

In attacking oleomargarine, the butter: 
people forget that the Government has 
been trying for several years to secure 
legislation aiming at a system of dairy! 
product inspection which would tend to 
reduce the danger from the spread of dis- 
ease through butter, milk, and cheese. » 
In his last annual report the Secretary of 
Agriculture says: 


Investigations during the year show that 
inspection of dairy manufacturers is very de- 
sirable. They showed 61 per cent. of the 
5,154 lots of cream inspected were dirty, de- 
composed, or sour, and that 94.5 per cent. 
of the creameries visited were unsanitary 
to a greater or less degree; and that 72.6 
per cent. of these creameries did not pas- 
teurize the milk so as to destroy any disease @ 
germs that might be present. 


This is something the consuming Rote, : 
recently so deeply interested in pure food *~ 
reform, probably has not realized. The 
statement of the Secretary had for its, 
basis the annual report of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, which has all suca 
matters in charge. This report urgently 
sets forth the need of a Federal law re- 
quiring the inspection of dairy products, 
just as meat products are now inspected. t 
This report goes on to say: 


As disease-producing germs are known to 
survive for long periods in butter made from 
unpasteurized cream, and as butter is eaten 
in the raw state, this product when made 
under such conditions as prevail in the ma- 
jority of creameries cannot be sald to be 
wholesome and free from danger to human 
health.

Concerning the wholesomeness of oleo 
margarine, Dr. Wiley said in a statemen | 
before a Congress committee: ‘‘ Oleomar- 
garine, when made under proper sanitary 
conditions from sanitary raw materials, is 
3% wholesome and nutritious article of 
diet.’ The conditions Dr, Wiley speaks 
of are complied with in the manufacturé 
of oleomargarine to-day, as it is made 
under the rigorous restrictions of the 
Federal meat inspection law, and cannot 
be marketed unless it bears the Federal 
inspection stamp guaranteeing its health- 
fulness and wholesomeness. 

In his testimony before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, concerning the 
presence of tubercular and other disease 
germs in butter or like products, which 
are not subjected to high temperatures in 
making, as is oleomargarine, Dr. Wiley 
was asked this question: ‘‘ Would it not» 
follow that it is much safer and healthier 
for @ person to confine himself strictly 
to eating oleomargarine, and let creamery * 
butter entirely alone?’’ Dr. Wiley an- 
swered: ‘If you are to avoid danger 
from infection of tuberculosis I think’ 
that would be true.” 

There are volumes of Government re- 
ports and Congressional testimony along * 
these same lines. In connection with ate« 
tacks from butter sources on the health- 
fulness and wholesomeness of oleomar- 
garine, this question was asked of Dr. 
A. D. Melvin, Chief of the Buregu of 
Animal Industry, and head of the eral 
Inspection Service, before the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture: ‘‘I should He to,, 


ask whether you consider that the pack- 
ing house is not a safer place for the 
compounding of food than the farm? ” 
Dr. Melvin replied: ‘‘I would take my 
chances on the packing house.” 

These reports and this testimony show 
that all the ingredients of oleomargarine, 4 
even the butter and cream used by soma 
makers, are either sterilized or pasteur- 
ized before the product is finished, so that 
there is no possibility of disease germs” 
existing in it. 

It would appear that the butter in- 
terests might expend their energies to 
better advantage, both to themselves and 
the consuming public, in aiding the Gov- 
ernment in its effort to secure a system 
of dairy product inspection by which the 
public health might be safeguarded, rather 
than continuing their effort to shut out 
of the market a healthful and wholesome 
competitor of butter.

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TOBACCO TRUST METHODS

Have Brought Green River Growers 
to Verge of Bankruptcy. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A rather peculiar state of affairs exists at 
present among the tobacco growers of the 
Green River tobacco district of Kentucky. 
This district comprises the Counties of Davies, 
McLean, Hancock, and Ohio, which grow @ 
certain type of tobacco which a few years 
ago was selling at less than the cost of pro- 
duction. Many of the growers were prace 
tically bankrupt, there being only one pure 
chaser for their product, namely, the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company. It was a common 
practice of the buyers of this company to 
name the price on the crops arbitrarily, and 
tobacco being a perishable product, the grow- 
er was forced to take the price offered by the 
trust. 

As @ result of these intolerable conditions, 
the planters organized themselves into a co- 


operative association known as ‘‘ The Ameri- 
ean Society of Equity,’’ in order to protect 
themselves from the trust. This organization 
met with success almost from the start, as 
practically all the growers became members, 
and the association controlled the supply of 
this type of tobacco, which is an absolute 
necessity to the manufacturers. The price of 
Green River tobacco has risen from an average 
of $3 a hundred to the present prices, which 
range around $7. 

But the Green River Tobacco Growers’ Asso- 
clation was organized three years ago in this 
same territory as a competitor to the ‘‘Equity.’® 
There is a common belief in the district that 
this latter organization was brought into being 
by and for the benefit of the tobacco buyers 
alone. 

By buying the crop of one organization, the 
larger manufacturers hope to be able to 
obtain enough of the weed to supply their 
most pressing needs and ljeave the other society 
with its crop upon its hands... For the past 
two years the crop of the Green River Asso- 
clation has been sold first, invariably with 
little trouble. Should the crop of the 
‘“‘ Equity ’’’ not be sold this year, as seems 
very possible now, it will cause great hard- 
ship among the people and may bring eon a 
tobacco warfare leading to lawlessness, from 
which this district has heretofore been enttre- 
ly free.

Oil Stockholders Cheerful. 


The only way for an automobile owner 
to keep even with the big advarice in 
gasoline is to hold stocks in some of the 
oil producing companies, apparently. 
There were indications yesterday that the 
Standard’s present wholesale figure of 
17 cents a gallon will shortly give way 
to a higher quotation. There was an- 
other advance of seven cents a barrel 
yesterday in the price of Pennsylvania 
crude, from which a large share of the 
gasoline comes. This makes the fifth 
consecutive advance in five days, and oil 
men Say that another advance in the 
price of gasoline must shortly follow. 
From the financial district’s viewpoint, 
the significance of the recent boosts in 
the price of gasoline lies in the deterrent 
effect which they are likely to have upon 
prospective automobile buyers. With fuel 
selling at from 11 to 15 cents a gallon, 
as it was eighteen months ago, there was 
a very much wider market for cars, both 
pleasure and business, than there is to- 
day, with the” ruling price from 20 to 25 
cents.

Business Still Gooa. 


The result of an tnformal inquiry made 
by the Fourth National Bank to deter- 
mine to what extent business men were 
frightened by the talk of probable slowing 
down in trade is given as follows: First— 
It is evident that business men are not 
looking forward with serious forebodings 
to the new Administration. It is expect- 
ed that the new President will give a safe 
and sane administration and one calculat- 
ed to build up rather than tear down en- 
terprise. This feeling 1s almost univer- 
Bally held. Second—Uncertainty because 
of expected tariff revision is unquestion- 
ably holding up business in a few indus- 
tries, but these are ones which would be 
vitally affected by a lowering of the du- 
fies. The knowledge that the schedules 
are to be revised within a few months 
leads naturally to some cautioug buying. 
It is generally felt that the work of re- 
vision should be pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible so that the perlod of uncertainty 
may not be prolonged. Third—Taking the 
country at large, it may be sald that the 
area of disturbed business is relatively 
small, and such branches of industry as 
are affected represent but a small pro- 
portion of the whole.

CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 


Regarding the present condition of trade, 
Dun’'s Review says: 


The business expansion which began in 
1912 was steadily maintained throughout the 
first month of the new year, and reports 
from various sections of the country continue 
Satisfactory. Weather conditions affect dis- 
tribution adversely in certain industries and 
tariff uncertainty is responsible for conserva- 
tive buying in lines most directly affected. 
Labor troubles, now apparently approaching 
adjustment, have interfered somewhat with 
the demand for materials used in the manu- 
facture of clothing, but the general effect on 
the dry goods trade is comparatively slight, 
for increased activity is shown in many de- 
partments. 

The open Winter has been generally favor- 
able for new building, and important con- 
struction work is in prospect that will create 
an additional demand for materials. Lum- 
ber is active. The shoe trade is in a satis- 
factory condition in both manufacturing and 
distributing branches. 

Railroad gross earnings in the first three 
weeks of January increased 14.7 per cent. 
Bank clearings this week were 3.60 per cent. 
better than last year, but 3.0 per cent, under 
1911. The foreign commerce of the United 
States continues to make an extraordinary 
exhibit. 


Bradstreet’s says: 


Though trade trends are running in a fa- 
vorable direction, there is enough irregularity 
to divest the situation of uniformity. Aver 
and beyond all is the fact that the larger 
centres of distribution continue to do re- 
markably well, this being most patent in 
cereal producing regions that were favored 
by heavy crops. Sections thus circumstance 
note good personal buying; takings of Spring 
goods from jobbers have augmented house 
trade, and at the same time traveling sales- 
men are forwarding rather liberal orders. 
The early ccming of Easter this year pro- 
vides a natural reason for expansion in a 
host of Spring lines, particularly dry goods, 
shoes, farm machinery, millinery, hardware, 
glass, paints, and oils. 

Incidentally, buying for future account 
keeps up, though the situation in this re- 
spect is tinged with a feeling of conser- 
vatism, this manifestation being largely due 
to uncertainty regarding probable tariff 
changes. Still. buying of worsted and woolen 
goods continues fairly active, neither the 
strikes of garment workers nor tariff talk 
having acted as checkreins on purchases for

The Board of Superintendents recently rec- 
ommended the payment of $100 more a year to 
the teacher assigned to the class in the New 
York Skin and Cancer Hospital, but the Com- 
~~ on Elementary Schools has disapproved 
0. t. 

The new building to be erected on Mangin 
Street, between Stanton and Houston Streets, 
will probably be designated as Public School 97. 

The Trustees of the Normal College will hold 
a meeting on Monday, at which they will elect 
their Chairman and will take action on the 
report of the Executive Committee relative to 
awarding contract for installing electric ele- 
vator in the first part of the new Normal 
College buildings. 

City. Supt. Maxwell has requested the 
Principals of elementary schools to mail 
him information on Feb. 8 of the number of 
pupils on register in each of their kindergarten, 
1A, and 1B classes as of Feb. 8, and the grade 
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Brooklyn high school 
graduates and the six successful Richmond 
high scheol graduates The graduates are 
| permitted to choose either the course for license 
| No. 1 in the elemcrtary schools or the course 
in the kindergarten schools. 

City Supt. Maxwell has sent a circular to 
the public school Principals, in which he says: 

“The following statement has been received 
by President Winthrop from the Department 
of Health: 

““*Tt {is a common occurrence for this de- 
partment to have submitted to it a school rec- 
ord on which one or more ,of the words 
| ‘‘ parent, guardian, or custodian’’ are not 
;erased by those issuing same, and are followed 
| by simply the first name of the parent, guar- 
i dian, or custodian. Section 73 of the laws re- 
| lating to labor, factories, and mercantile es- 
j tablishments, is as follows: 
| “** Section 73: School Record; What to Con- 
tain, (last paragraph quoted.)—Such school 
record shall also give the date of birth and 
residence of the child, as shown on the rec- 
ords of the school, and the name of its parent 
or guardian or custodian. 

‘““* The Department of Health cannot accept 
}a school record unless it contains the full name 
of the parent or guardian or custodian, and 
in each case it should state definitely whether 
it is the parent or guardian or custodian. 
Failure to erase one or more of these titles or 
to place the full name of the parent or guar- 
dian or custodian upon the school record re- 
sults in the school record in question being 
referred back to the Principal of the school 
for alteration, and consequent delay in grant- 
ing the certificate to the child.’ 

Hereafter you will be kind enough to see 
that all school records are filled out in the 
manner required by law.’ 

Dr, Maxwell also says to the Principals: 

“It has been called to my attention that the 
managers of certain ‘theatres in the city have 
undertaken to deal directly with the Prin- 
cipals, with a view to securing support for 
their theatrical productions from the teachers 
and pupils of the public schools. I wish to 
call your attention to the fact that there is an 
authorized organization for the making of ar- 
rangements with theatres for tickets to be sold 
to teachers and pupils at reduced rates This 
organization is The Theatre Centre for Schools, 
located at 145 West Forty-fifth Street, Man- 
hattan, Jullus Hopp, Director. The plays or 
other entertainments offered to the schools 
through this Centre are of an ascertaine 
character, having been duly seen by repre- 
| sentatives of the school system before beine 
accepted. The printed matter or announce- 
ments of theatre managers should not be 
posted, and the senders of them should be re- 
ferred to The Theatre Centre for- Schools in 
order that their productions, if worthy, may 
| be accepted In the usual way.’ : 2 
; The following circular has been sent to the 
Principals and teachers of public schools by 
| pr. C. Ward Crampton, Director of Physical 
Training, with City Supt. Maxwell’s approval: 

‘Principals should call the attention of all 
teachers tc the following notice: 

“‘1. Scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, in- 
fluenza, and common colds are often spread by 
coughing and sneezing. This occurs frequent- 
ly before the child anpears to be iI. 

“2. When a child coughs or sneezes he is 
apt to expel into the air visible droplets or an 
invisible spray containing bacteria and other 
germs which cause the diseases above men- 
tioned, 
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Children should be Instructed as follows: 
(a) Each child should he urged to provide him- 
}self with a clean handkerchief. \They should 
| be carried conveniently so that they are avail- 
able for finmediate use. (b) Children should he 
instructed, when coughing or sneezing, to 
guard the mvuuth and nose with a handkerchief 





east upon his associates or distributed through- 
out the room. The impulse to sneeze is often 
s0 sudden that this cannot be done. The child 
should. therefcre, get Into the habit, when 
coughs or sneezes, of turning his head away 
from his neighbors, and should guard the 
mouth and nose with the hand, but every effort 
should be made to make proper use of the 
handkerchief. 

| “The most recent medical investigations have 
demonstrated beyond doubt that the diseases 
mentioned above are transmitted by coughing 
and sneezing, and that these precautions 
against infection will do much to eliminate 
them.’’ 

Dr. Maxwell has sent a circular to the pub- 
lic school Principals in which he says: 

‘““Acting on the suggestion of the Emptre 
State Society Sons of the American Revolution, 
it has been decided to celebrate at the open- 
ing exercises of the older children on May 5, 
1918, the anniversary of the ratification by 
Congress of the treaty of alliance between 
France and the United States in 1778, in order 
to perpetuate and keep alive the memory of 
the treaty of alliance between this country 
and France and of Washington’s friend, the 
Marquis de Lafayette.”’ 

He then suggests, in preparation for those 
exercises, a few facts about the treaty and 
ybout Lafayette which may, be helpful to each 
Principal in making his programme

VENNER LIBEL SUIT 


Financier Says That He Was 
Justified in His Attack 
on Broker. 


CITES CLEVELAND REPORT 


Ex-President in Phelps Suit Found 
That Venner Had Acted with 
Intent to Defraud. 


Nicoll, Anabel, Lindsay & Fuller, coun- 
sel for August Belmont, filed in the Su- 
preme Court of Nassau County yesterday 
an amended answer for Mr. Belmont to 
the libel suit brought against him by 
Clarence H. Venner. The alleged libel 
consisted in a statement by Mr. Bel- 
mont, made while he was a witness in 
the suit brought by Mr. Venner against 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany's Directors for an accounting for 
the sums paid tS Mr. Belmont for his 
services an organizer. Mr. Belmont 
in his testimony said that the courts had 
criticised the of many of the 
suits brought by Venner. He also 
said that he thought it was Mr. Venner, 
and not his counsel, J. Aspinwall Hodge, 
who was pursuing him. 

Mr. Belmont’s lawyers deny in the an- 
swer to the libe. suit every allegation 
contained in the complaint. The answer 
says that the alleged defamatory state- 
ments were made when the defendant 
was a witness duly sworn in the Supreme 
Court of the State of New York, that 
they were uttered in good faith, without 
malice, and in the belief that they were 
tru2 and were germane and relevait. 
Then the answer says: | 

He [Vénner] alleges that no words uttered | 
by the detendant oi and concerning the plain- 
tiff upon the occasion referred to in the com- 
plaint were by him invended to be understood, 
or were by those hearing or reading said 
, Words understood, in any other sense than | 
meaning that the plaintiff had been engaged | 
in litigations of the character hereinalter | 
mentioned, under the circumstances and with | 
the motives herein alleged, and that various 
courts, and referees thereby appointed, had 
therein made findings and decisions, and 
rendered opinions concerning the plaintiff 
of the character herein set forth, all of 
which were of public record in said courts 
and a matter of common knowledge to 
persons who heard ana read said words; 
and he alleges that for many years prior to 
the alieged utterance by the defendant of 
the alleged false and defamatory words set 
out in the complaint, the plaintiff (at some 
times alone, and at other times in associa- 
tion with one person or group of persons, 
and at others in association with another 
person or group) had been ostensibly en- 
gaged in carrying on the business of 
@ broker and banker, first in boston, 
Mass., and later in New York, and 
as a part of said business had been engaged 
ostensibly in gelling bonds for such as would 
employ him to do so, and in promoting the 
organization, consolidation, merger, and re- 
organization, through foreclosure and other- 
wise, of numerous corporations in various 
parts of the United States, and particularly 
of corporations supplying water to different 
neighborhoods, and inviting and securing the 
investment of capital in the bonds and stocks 
of such corporations, and in issuing and mar- 
keting the mortgage bonds of such corpora- 
tions, and in acting as the chief executive 
officer and fiscal agent of such corporations, 
and managing their finances, and in buying 
stocks and bonds ostensibly for investment: 
and that as found and determined in the 
aforesaid findings, decisions, and opinions 
the plaintiff while acting as such broker 
sold the securities of his customer at one 
price and accounted to his customer there- 
for at a much lower price, wrongfully con- 
verting the difference to his own use; and 
disputed the just claims and rights of his 
customer and invented and asserted false 
and fictitious defenses thereto, and com- 
pelled such customer to resort to expensive 


and annoying litigation for the enforcement 
thereof. 


Cites Cleveland Report. 


Mr. Belmont then cites the report of 


Grover Cleveland as referee of the United 
States Circuit Court for the Northern 
District of New York in a suit brought 
against Mr. Venner by George B. Phelps 
of Watertown 

Mr. Venner, according to the answer, 
agreed to sell 100 bonds for Mr. Phelps, | 
of the nominal value of $1,000 each, for 
90 per cent. of that value. Ex-President 
Cleveland said that later Mr. Venner, 
“‘with intent to defraud’’ Phelps, made 
representations to him which induced him 
to agree to sell the bonds at 70 per cent. 
of their face value.

Cleveland, said Mr. Venner, ‘‘ with intent 
to defraud’ Mr. Phelps made representa- | 
_tions which induced Mr. Phelps to agree] 
to sell the bonds at 67% per cent. of| 
their nominal value. Mr. Cleveland found 
that Mr. Venner sold seventy-five of the 
bonds for 90 per cent. of their nominal 
value, or $67,500, with accrued interest 
amounting to $1, 425, 

Mr. Venner concealed the fact of this 
sale from Mr. Phelps, Mr. Cleveland} 
said, and, with intent to defraud Phelps, 
asked him to reduce the price to 65 per 
cent. of their nominal value. This Phelps 
refused to do. 

Mr. Venner, thereupon, according to} 
the Cleveland's report, sent Mr. Phelps 
$67,500 as the proceeds of the entire one | 
hundred bonds, being at the rate of 6714} 
per cent. of their nomina! value. Then 
Venner sold the twenty-five bonds he 
had retained to the same man as ‘'nad| 
bought the seventy-five bonds, getting the 
same price, 90 per cent. of the 
value for them, or $22,500, with 
interest of $67! 5,69, and this sum of more 
than $23.000, Mr. Cleveland said, Venner 
retained. 

In conclusion, Mr. Cleveland said: 

And from the foregoing facts I find and 
decide as conclusions of law: 

First—That the said defendant 
account to the plaintiff as his agent and 
broker for the sums received by him, the 
eaid defendant, upon the sale of said bonds. 

Second—That by reason of the violation by 
said defendant of his duty as such agent ar 
broker, and his audulent conduct in 
premises, he is not entitied to commission and 
compensation for his services in effecting the

Third—That the plaintiff is entitled to re- 
cover of the defendant the sum of $24,504.17, 
with interest on $1,425 from April 24, 1884, 

to the date of this report, and on $23,079.17 
from the 19th day of May, 1884, to the date 
of this rerort, amovniing in all to $32,- 
5096.43, besides the cost of this action.
